‘The collabora- 
tion of these two authors has re- 
sulted in « complete survey of the 
whole ficld of Oriental affairs, and 
the book reveals very considerable 
research in an effort to put rontters 
so clearly that the {issues involved 
may be understood and apprectated 
by those who may hanpen to be 
approaching the problems for .the 
first time. Some idea of the ex- 
tensive manner in. which, the 
ground has been covered may be 
gained from the facta and figures 
regarding Modern Japan, Modern 
China, and International Relations 
in the Far East. The facts set 
forth . constitute .a noteworthy 
addition to the many books on the.

(Tv The Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph) 


. Sir,—May I appeal to the public, 
through the medium of your paper, 
for funds to enable the above 
Society to carry on the work this 
winter’ of providing shelters for 
thoxe who would otherwise — be 
vompelled to sleep in the streets, 

The two shelters which were 
run on Hongkong Island tast win- 
ter provided one night's lodging 
for 246 coolies. These figures 
spcak for themselves as to the 
need for providing accommodation 
during the cold winter nights for 
the unemployed and for those 
who cannot afford to pay for a 
night's lodging. :
